The finer part'' 
remaining on the ground can be 
worked into the top soil in preparing 
the seed bed next spring. 


Compost Heap Helpful. 


Compost made by piling up sods, 


manure, and an\ material having fer- 
tilizing value will be needed in prepar- 
ing special soil lor seed beds and for 
starting plants next spring. 
Now is 


the time to make a compost heap. The 
best method Is to obtain a load of 
manure, prepare a level space 4 by 6 
feet, spread 2 or 3 inches of tbe 
manure over this .space, follow with a 
layer of sod which has been chopped 
into pieces with a sharp spade, then 
additional layers of manure and sod 
until all of the manure has been used. 


As a rule, the natural rainfall dur- 


ing the winter will be sufficient to 
keep the pile properly moistened, and 
as spring approaches a roof of boards, 
or other covering, should be placed 
over the pile so it will not be too wet 
for use when needed. When the time 
comes to use It, the compost should be 
cut from one end of the pile with a 
sharp spade, then thoroughly worked 
over and screened before it is placed 
In seed boxes or in the hotbed.

Armistice day parade, which preceded 
the ceremonies attending the burial of 
tbe remains of the unknown soldier in 
Arlington 
amphitheater, there

peared 
virtually every former

present soldier and sailor living in or 
neaj: Washington who was not bed- 
ridtieu. 


Veterans of the Indian, the Civil and 


the Spanish wars turned out in great 
numbers to join their brothers of the 
World war tn doing honor to the un- 
known dead who represents the spirit 
f willing sacrifice of Americans in 


e h"igh cause. 
Some of th§ men who appeared in 


the, pafad*e seemed to have stepped 
from the pages of history. Take old 
JJaj. Gen. Anson Mills, for instance. 
He is well past fourscore years ot 
age, but he came to do his part. Once 
on a time when General Mills was a 
Sipfain 
in the active service, the 


American people read with excited in- 
terest and proper pride one of his ex- 
ploits in an Indian war when he was 
a subaltern of cavalry. 


In the year of the Sioux wars, the 


winter following the time that General 
Custer was killed, Captain Mills, with 
& small command which was almost 
starved to death, fell in with a great 
i/ody of well-fed, well-armed Indians. 
By a masterly handling of an almost 
deadly situation Mills managed to 
hold oft the foe until relief came. Hlg 
men had nothing to eat but a little 
horse meat, which it was necessary 
for them to eat raw. The relief column 
which came to his aid was In like 
starving condition, but surmising that 
Mills' little command was in trouble, 
the others pressed on through zero 
weather, 
shoeless 
and 
cold 
and 


hungry, till they came to the relief of 
the 
gallant captain 
and his com. 


rades. 


Old-Timers Out in Uniform. 


Every former soldier and sailor in 


Washington who had a uniform put ft 
on on Armistice day. 
The parade 


showed a meeting of the far past, the 
midway past and the present. It was 
hoped that the one living Washington 
veteran of the Mexican war could ap- 
pear in the parade, but although his 
spirit was willing his strength was not 
quite equal to the occasion. Gen. Ho- 
ratio Gibson, who as a second lieuten- 
ant, 
\vas with Gen. Winfield Scott 


when tlie City of Mexico surrendered, 
Is living in this city today. 
He is 


more thnri ninety years of age, but 
with a youthful and a frequent deter- 
mination which enables him to curry 
out his wishes to mingle with the 
younger generation of soldiers of his 
country. 


Veteran? of the Civil war of both 


the northern and the southern armies 
were present in the parade in large 
numbers. 
Some of the southern sol- 


diers vi ore their old gray uniforms, 
while the men of the North came in 
Ihe blue of the days of their service. 
The Spanish war veterans who took 
part in the proceedings are middle- 
ajred men. They still swing along, how- 
ever, with no tendency to lose step 
or cadenc-e. and bearing themselves 
with ramrod-like stralghtness without 
physical effort 


Many Nations Represented. 


Hundreds of men who saw service 


in the great war in armies other 
than 
those of the 
United 
States 


marched in the parade. 
There were 


English, 
French, 
Italian, 
Belgian, 


Japanese and representatives of some 
other countries of the world In the 
marching ranks. 
In a way, it was a 


great allied demonstration in mem- 
ory and In honor of a soldier whose 
Identity is unknown to the world. He 
was an American soldier, and he died 
at the front—and this was deemed 
sufficient to deserve the tribute of the 
nations. 


Men who did not know that they 


could march did march in this great 
purnde. 
Strength seemed to be re- 


newed in the veterans of the older 
services. 


No one in the parade gave thought 


to anything but the solemnity of the 
Immediate occasion. 
Never before in 


the history of the country was there 
a demonstration like unto this.

\vay to cut the tie that binds, and to 
do It without leaving any outward evi- 
dence that either party to the pact 
harbors resentment because of its 
fate. 


It has been realized by the students 


of 
international 
relations here 
in 


Washington for some time that the 
treaty 
between Great Britain 
and 


Japan is the cause of much misunder- 
standing and of a good deal of suspi- 
cion in the United States of America. 
As an aftermath of the conference on 
the limitation of armaments and Far- 
East problems, it seems to the writer, 
from the general trend of things, that 
It is safe to predict the treaty of un- 
derstanding and arrangement between 
the British and the Japanese will'go 
the way that some other treaties have 
gone In tbe past. 


Lord Northcliffe Outspoken. 


It seems hairdly necessary to dwell 


upon the benefits which would accrue 
in the field of relations between the 
two great English-speaking powers If 
the treaty should become nonexistent. 
It is possible that nothing Ic the pact, 
even In a remote way, Imperils the fu- 
tufe safety of the United States, but 
tfiere are students of situations here 
who believe that entire accord of dip- 
lomatic relations between Uncle Sam 
and. John Bull cannot conje until the 
treaty is no longer an issue. 
The 


sound belief Is that the pact is to go. 


Lord Northcliffe Is a newspaper 


owner who has a reportorial instinct. 
He has been saying things in Japan. 
Chief among the things voiced was 
that the Anglo-Japanese alliance "has 
outrun its usefulness." 


Lord Northcliffe and Lloyd George 


are not entirely friendly, as the world 
knows, but if the British premier were 
asked today if his dearest foe proper- 
ly had scented a choice bit of coming 
news, 
he 
probably would 
answer 


"yes," if he answered at all. 


Naturally enough, nothing much is 


being said in Washington about the 
possibilities Of the abrogation of the 
written understanding between Great 
Britain and Japan. The British office 
here is much more reticent about mat- 
ters than is any one of the other of- 
fices of the governments here repre- 
sented. 
Naturally enough, also, the 


British do not care to talk, in advance 
at least, upon what is more or less of 
a painful subject. The alliance, as an 
alliance, probably can have no open 
part in the proceedings of the coming 
conference, but eventually it will be 
found that Great Britain and Ja- 
pan, 
each without a grimace, will allow 


the treaty of understanding to pass 
into the realms of the have-beens. 


Watson's Charges Unbelievable. 
The senate, and the country with it 


seemingly have been much torn up 
over the charges made by United 
States Senator Watson that 
many 


American soldiers were executed in 
France without trial and. as it is 
intimated, simply because they were 
insubordinate or were uncivil to their 
officers. 


If there were any such high-handed 


and high-gallows proceedings as this 
in France, the news of it would have 
gone from the Vosges to the North 
sea beaches in telegraphic time. Amer- 
ica would have known of it, if not 
through the mails and by cable be- 
cause of the censorship, the instant 
that the first American doughboy set 
his foot on these shores on his return 
from overseas service. 


It was impossible to hide things 


from the men in France, and of course 
the unwarranted execution of twenty- 
one men could not have been hidden. 
If they had been taken out and hanger! 
under rover of darkness their buddies 
would have noted their absence at 
reveille and things would have started. 


There were thousands upon thous- 


ands of civilian officers doing duty In 
France. 
Except in a few instances. 


they had no liking .for extraordinary 
punishments because the human equa- 
tion in the army was just about what 
the human equation Is elsewhere. 


A major general commanding one 


of the great divisions in France told me 
that during his seven or eight months 
as commanding officer of 30,000 men 
there had been just one execution. 
The man who was hanged was found 
guilty by a court of the murder of a 
French woman under most dreadful 
circumstances. This is one of the 11 
hangings which the secretary of war 
In response to the charges in the sen- 
ate has reported as having been the 
number of executions of members of 
the A. B. F. 


Does Not Seem Believable. 


Within a year after the close of the 


war about two million American sol- 
diers returned to this country. 
It 


seems more than astounding that all 
these two millions kept silent about 
the murder of their comrades. 
The 


shroud was over these alleged hor- 
rors until close on Armistice day when 
on the say-so of three or four belated 
witnesses 70.000 American officers are 
arraigned before the world as boin<; 
t>y inference guilty of unspeakable 
nrimes. 


Take it ;ill in all, in France there 


was pood feeling between the men in 
the rnnks and the officers. Leaving tho 
officers of the regular army out of 
consideration, the holders of commis- 
sions in the service wore men out of 
tlie ordinary ws'lks ->f life, just ns were 
the men over whom they exercised 
their 
command. 
There wore

I. A Stormy Voyage (vv. 1-20). 
1. The ship. 
A ship of Alexandria 


sailing from Myra to Italy. 


2. The company. 
Two of Paul's 


friends, Anstarchus and Luke, 
are 


permitted to go with him. 
Besides 


these three there were 273 In the ship 
(V. 7). 


3. The storm. The ship made little 


headway on account of unfavorable 
winds. Paul advised that they winter 
In Fair Havens (vv. 9-12), but his ad- 
vice was unheeded. The gentle south 
wind deceived them, so they loosed 
from Crete, only to be soon overtaken 
by the tempestuous wind, called Eu- 
roclydon. 
They did everything pos- 


sible to save the ship. They took up 
the boat which was towed behind; 
they bound great cables around the 
ship to strengthen it for the storm; 
they lightened the ship by 
bringing 


down from the masts and rigging ev- 
erything that was superfluous; and 
finally, the cargo and tackling of the 
ship Itself were thrown overboard. All 
this seemed to be of no avail, so that 
all hope of being saved was removed 
It seemed that wicked men and ma- 
terial forces were combined to pre- 
vent the great apostle from reaching 
Home. However, this is only appar- 
ent, for these very experiences were 
overruled by God to bring good cheer 
and salvation to many on the way. 
We should remember that tempestu- 
ous winds, as well as the soft breezes, 
await God's faithful ones. 
The pres- 


ence of storms does not prove that we 
are going the wrong way. 


II. Paul's Sei-ene Faith (vr. 21-26). 
To a man who did not know God, 


the failure of the sun and stars to 
shine for many dajs, the fading of all 
hope, was natural; but to the man of 
faith, hope still burns brightly. God 
is just as near to His own in the midst 
of a stormy sea as in their quiet homes 


Note Paul's behavior: 
1. His rebuke for their failure to 


heed his advice at Fair Havens (v 
21). 
This was not a mere taunt, hut 


a reference to the «isdom of his for- 
mer advice urging them to give him 
a more respectable hearing. 


2. Bids them be of good cheer (v. 


22). 
He inspired them with hope. 


3. He promises them safety (v. 22). 


Though the ship would go to pieces, 
every man's life would be saved. 


4. The source of 
his 
information 


(vv. 23, 24). 
The angel of God had 


revealed it unto him. 


5. The reason of Paul's calm faith 


(v. 23). 
"Whose I am and whom 
I 


serve." 


III. The Ship's Crew All 
Safe 
on 


Land (vv. 27-44). 


This was exactly as the Lord had 


said. 
We can res* assured that all 


God has spoken shall come to pass, 
even though there be a broken ship, 
brutal soldiers and a perfidious crew. 
Aside from the fulfillment of God's 
promise, the most Important part of 
this section is the 
splendid 
sanity \ 


which characterizes Paul's action on 
the way. 
Two things especially mark 


his sanctified common sense. 


1. His vigilance had detected that 


the sailors had pin *ied to escape. He 
knew .;o-vV" much they would be need- 
ed presently, and at once took steps 
to prevent their escape. 
He went 


straight to the man m charge and said, 
"Except these abHe in the ship, ye 
cannot be saved." 
He practiced the 


truth that genuine reliance upon God 
is the all-powerful incentive to human 
action. God's decrees always Include 
the means for their accomplishment. 


2. He knew that the famishing con- 


dition of the people was not the most 
favorable for the 
physical 
struggle i 


which was soon to be undergone by 
them when they must struggle throagh 
the water to the shore. 
So he gets 


them to take a substantial breakfast. 
He had the good sense to look after 
that which was necessary. It was no 
time to talk to these men about their 
souls, for their bodies needed the main 
attention. 
His pr<iyer for that meal 


had more effect upon the people than 
his preaching would have had. 
Let 


us learn from this the divine method 
of administration, namely, God over- 
ruling while man tiusts. Him and acts. 
A -vigorous fr.lth manifests, itself 
ir 


reasonable ai-lio/.. 


j TT IS one of the pranks of fate that 
i -i- Chester A. Arthur, whom President 


J Hayes put out of the New York cu<=- 
| torn house as a spoilsman and a politi- 


cal boss, should find himself in the 
White House seven 
months 
after 


Hayes left it and conducting a reform 
administration. 
It was the mandate 


and lesson of Garfield's assassination 
that we must get rid of factions and 
spoils or the government itself might 
next be struck down as its chief had 
been. Arthur saw that this was the 
logic of the tragedy which had thrust 
him into the presidency and he did his 
best to clean house. 


The race for preferment had excited 


an unnatural appetite for public office, 
and the getting of a job was regarded 
as exhilarating sport. From police- 
man, fireman and letter carrier to 
chief ship and consulship, every place 
on the payroll of city, state or nation 
went by favor. 
Two endless proces- 


sions were forever moving, one made 
up of those who had been turned out 
or turned down, and the other of those 
who were struggling to get in. 


The civil service law, which was 


passed in Arthur's administration, took 
out of politics the departmental clerk- 
ships in Washington but 85 per cent 
of the federal employees as a whole 
were left under the spoils system. 
Nevertheless, the difficult first step had 
been taken toward the present com- 
prehensive system, when all but a few 
hundred of the hundreds of thousands

Arthur also was the useful instru- 


ment in carrying forward the recon- 
ciliation of the sections. 
He was the 


first president in his generation who 
made no reference in his annual mes- 
sages to the South or to a Southern 
question. He was, indeed almost the 
first president in 50 years who felt 
free to ignore the unhappy issues of 
sectionalism. 


When he stepped into the White 


House Arthur found his party rent 
by factions. 
He left it more nearly 


united than it had been before in 
20 years and with at least a chance 
to win again in 1884. He might him- 
self have been the Republican nom- 
inee in that year if he had not scrupu- 
lously refused to take an active part 
in promoting his candidacy. 


He looked as well as acted the presi- 


dent. 
The first city man In a line of 


rural or small town men, .Arthur was 
the best dressed man to sit in the chair 
since Washington, and perhaps the 
handsomest, with a tall, graceful fig-
